Southern society. It may safely e assume
that the whole body of radieals in Congress
will go for such a measure; and it s confi-
dently expected that the rejection by the
South of the new terms now proposed will
oreate a fregh foeling of resentment whioh will
giva it popularity and strength throughout
the North. The measure #sell has elsments
of attraction for many clr foen,and is expeoted
to segure the support of the soldiers in a body.

It way be supposed that the Supreme Court
will present a l{nnl barrier against the nltimate
suecess of such a project. DBut it must be re-
membered that four members of that Court out
of nine wonld now, bevond all doubt endorse
such a mpasure: and that of the five who would
oppose it, one if not two will probably never
again s#it on the bench in consequence of ex-
tremo age and illness. A law was pnssed,
moreover, at the last sesgion, which declares
that in case of the death of a Sapreme Court
Judge, the vacaney shall not be fifled until the
whole number of Judges shall have been re-
duced by death or otherwise to seven. The
chances are, therefore, that within the noxt
year the Supreme Court of the United States
will be as thoroughly in the hands of the radi-
cals ag Congress 1s.

Senator Jolinson's misgivings, therefore,
would geem to have a very substantial foundns
tion in the probabilities of the future.
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The Expected Veto.
From the Tribune.

Washington advices concur inf anticipating a
veto of the Reconstruction bill. It i3 ex-
pected to be sent in to-morrow.

We can regard this veto no otherwise than
as & véry grave mistake and a national misfor-
tune; and hopeless as may be the task, we
cannot refrain from showing why this bill
should not be vetoed.

Lot us begin by admitting that the terms of
reconstruotion proposed in the Lill are harsher
than we wish they were—as they are harsher
than they would have been had not the
Democratie minority of the lHousas chosen to
follow the lead of Mr. Thaddens Stevens, They
knew—for he frankly avowed—that his objeot
was tomake the bill harsher; yet they saw fit

to unite with a minority of the Republicans in
voting down the Blaing-Sherman proposition,

he may spring the impeachment steel trap
which lies under them. The prevailing idea
geemd to be that the President, within a day or
two, will send in a moderate veto, so as still to
give the two Houses of this Congress an oppor-
tunity to pass the bill over his head.

This course, if pursued as a compromise,
may answer the purpose of securing the
polioy of Congress without sacritiving the Ex-
ecoutive. In withholding the veto, it resolved
upon, till toolate to be reversed by this Con-
greas, or in pocketing the bill, a challenge is
involved to the incoming Congress, elected
upon the precise test of hostility to Mr, John- !
gon's policy. Bome concession, therefors, to |
the present Congress has become essential to
his toleration under the next. If Mr, Johnson,
therefore, canuot bring himself to the point of |

utting the repudiation of his pet policy under
{:ir\ own hand and seal, he can, perhaps, over-
come the dificnlty by & temperate veto sent
up in season, and with the understanding that
he wishes to avoid every appearance of any |
further tactics or strategy to defeat the will of |
a two-thirds vote of each House of Congress.
We think that, with the evidenoe before him
of & two-thirds vote for the bill in each House,
his best plan is to put in his ohjections against
it, and then the reasons of Senator Johnson for
gigning it. This course would not only effect
at oneg the indefinite postponement of the im-
peachment proceedings of the Judiciary Com-
mittee of the Housge, but it would at onee pre-
pare the ruling politiclans of the Rebel States
for n graceful submission to the law,

Of all the ooccupants of the White House,
Captain John Tyler was the fullest exemplifi-
cation of “the happy man.” He enjoyed it
with a keen relish, He threw in his vetoes
right and left, and laughed at the wrath of
Henry Clay and the rage of John Minor Botts,
He oould afford to do it, because the Southern
States woere then all in Congress, and the
Whigs had but a scant majority in either
House. He had John Jones as his Bancho |
Panza and the great unbroken Demooratie |
party to back him. Yet Tyler's administra-
tion was o parenthesis, Fillmore's ditto; and
wherefore ¥ Bocause Tyler and Fillmors wera
each a little too fast for another term. But if
Mr. Johnson will only get that buzzing fly out |
of his ear, he may =till do better than “I'_\'!i,-r or
Fillmore, a great deal better,  Yielding to and
go-operating actively with the plan of Con-
gress, on this Southern question and the negro
quastion, he can bring the great monsy (ues-
tion into the foreground, and upon that, in an
inevitable recasting of parties and party lines,
he wmay win the balance of power in both

Houses. Then Mr. B. B. Frenoh's  lmmortal
lines will come into play; then, like Apollo,
ho may strike his golden Inte or lyre, or his
banjo, and sing—
heo elimax comaph—that sublime event—

Black Clonds In the Southern Sky.
From the TNmes.

One reason which led many persons to tole-
rate the passage of the Reconstruction bill,
who disapprove wholly of its principlas, was
apprehension that the longer the subject is
loft open the more severe and intolerant will
be the terms imposed npon the South. This
was urged lnst year as a reason why the South
ghould ngoept the Constitutional amendment,
but it was seouted by the Southern States;
under the advice of their pretended political
friends at the North. They were advised by
the World, and other Demogratie journals, not
to nooept the amendment, aud were assured
that ueither negro suffrage nor any other
terms severer than the Constitutionsl amend-
ment could or wanld be proposed,

We have seen the result of that experiment.
The Houthern Btates, with very great una-
nimity, rejected the amendmont, now they
Lave got that, with universal negro su o

after it had passed the Senate by 29 to 10—
every Republican Senator voting for it. The
Demeocrats so voted as to compel the majority
of the Republicans to aceept such a plan of re-
construction as was satisfactory to Mr. Stevens,
or none at all.  The faot that a majority of the
Republicans are at heart with Blaine and
Sherman, and not with Stevens, is one to be
regarded in acting on the main question,

As to the military provisions of the bill now
lLiefore the President, it muost be considered
that they amount in substance to this—The
President. is clothed with power to maintain
order and proteot loyal men from outrage and
wurder in the South. The President is to
seleet the commandants of the several distriotas
he is to instruet them in their duties; he is to
gupervise their offivial actions, and to revise
their judgments, What chance is there of
wrong and oppression !

Are not these provisions needed !  Read Mr,

| Pike's report on the murder of the thres Union

soldiers on the Savannah river, the escape of
thege murderers from justice throngh a writ of
habeas corpus issued by Judge Hall, of Dela-
ware, and the general satisfaction with which
their return was greeted by their ex-Robel
neighbors. I8 it possible that any man who
cills himself a Unjonist will say that the pun-
ishment of such murders can safely or should
be loft to the local authorities of the South ?
And, if not, who ecan say that the military pro-
vigions of the Reconstruction bill are unneeded
or too stringent ¢

Again: No one will contend that no negroes

! have been killed since the surrender of the

Rebel armles. We know that negroes have
hiere killed whites, and have been puilshed
therefor, as was right.,  We know that whit es
have killed many negroes, and have not been
punished. Weeks ago, we asked any one to
wint us to a single instance wherein the ex-
}-h-ln:l slayer of n negro had been arrested,
tried, convicted, and punished by the local
authorities at the South. The answer is blank
gilenies. The fact s virtusily conoeded that
the ex-Rebel whites at the South will not—at
all events, do mot—punish the assassins of
Union soldiers or of negroes,

Nead wa argue that those assassing muat and
well be ]muiz&hm!. even though it shonld be
necessary to this end that judges should be
hurled from the bench and congjgned to the
dungeon? 1If there s anything on which the
loyal heart of the country is fixed, U is that
there shall be law and order at the South, and
that the Rebel assassing of loyal mon shall be
pundshied. And, if you do not ohject to this,
wliy object to the wilitary foatures of the
Regonstrnction bill?  They are essentinlly
provisional—transitory—transitional, Who
nesd dread their operation !

When Mr. Douglas had canvassed Illinois
against Lincoln in 1858, and won his re.elec-
tion as Umnited States Sonator, he cnme on to
Washington, and, like a good Demoorat,
called on the hend of his party, President
Buchanan:  After mutoal  greetings had
passed, the President was the first to broach the
all-absorbing topio:—'"Mr. Douglas, what oan
we do with this distracting Kansas-Leoomp-
ton question ™ “Why, Mr. Prosident,'’ re-
sponded the Little Giant, “I can imagios that
we ghiould have some trouble with that mat-
ter up at the Capitol; but [ don't see why
you should have any. For the Conatitution
says, ‘Congress shall make all needfal regu-
lations respecting the Territories;’ but it says
nothing about the President’s making any.’*

Surely, when the people have devided &
matter on appeal, and have affirmed the
judgment of Congress, the President may
jnstly feel discharged from further responsi-

biility.
